E all the outward benefits that G © D hath beſtowed ypon man, 
(welbeloued and Chriſtian Reader) there is none more profitable 
vnto the Church of God,zthen to keep by writing, thoſe things vt- 
tered, which are neceflary, precious, and godly . The voyce onely 
heard, perriſheth quickly, and though for a time it work inwardly, 
yet ſuch is mans weakenes and infirmitie,that ir muſt nor onely bee by lively 
yoyce beaten into his head diligently, bur allo by writing ſet before him lue- 
lie, and that continually, This Sermon therefore,as it was long ſince vitered 
zcalouſlic, and no doubt,by the purpoſe of God himlctfe, (who opcneth the 
mouthes of his Miniſters to ſpeake without feare ) ſo nowe eſpecially for 
their ſakes, to whom then it was ſpoken, it is againe ſerte out to their farther 
view and conſideration: that things anuſle may be reformed, and truc Relt- 
ion ſincerclie aduaunced: and againlt this time eſpecially , becauſe that a 
| $7 -vampcn is inſtant and at hand ; wherein (if God haue not ſealed vs vp to 
abide more fearefull and horrible wdgements) knowne abuſes ſhall be remo- 
ned, and many vynprofitable ſtrifes ended. Surely, ſurely, if now it be neg- 
lefted, letys nor thinke long to eſcape ynpuniſhed . It will bee tog late the 
third day to intreate for mercie. Tambetlaine, Gods vengeaunce, when his 
blacke Tents are once vp, though we come our neuer ſo humbly with Law- 
rell in our hands, becl:d.in white garments, yet will he not be intreated, bur 
by the ſelfe fame finnes whereby we haue offended, with the ſame we ſhal be ,, 
puniſhed. The Iſraelites, by murmuring and withing ficſh , finned , and by Num.t1.20 
fleſh they were puniſhed. The Leuits wife playing the whore, by hauing her 19921915 
body abuſed, was killed. Salomon the wiſe, greatly in Gods fauour,at the be- * ,Reg, IT, 
ginning, linned through idols, and therefore was ouer-come of Ieroboan as 
an Idolatrer, Nadab and Abihu, offering ſtrange fire ynto the Lorde, vvere Leuit.10,2, 
both of fire conſumed. Banah and Reckab killing of Isbotheth, were killed 2>*3T> 49> 
themſelues. Abimelech killing his brethren, was killed himſelfe of a woman. Tudg,9; 53» 
Adonibezeck, cutting off the thumbes of the hands and feet of threeſcore Tudg,1,7, 
and tenne Kings, was taken himſclfe, and yſed aſter that manner. Ahab; the 
King of Iſraell, deſpiſing truth, & following yes, was iuſtly plagued of God, Reg,z2,23, 
when hee ſent forth a lying ſpirit to deceius all his Prophets. Terrible is that 
threatning of Ezechiell, __ he ſayth, that God will ſeduce both Prophet & Exech,14 
and people, that they both may perrifh in Iyes, which haue refuſed to follow ay 
him in truth. As ſor you. O houle of Iſratll, fayth the Lode, goe you and 
ſerue euerie one his ido!, ſe-1ng that you wi!l not obey mee . What ſhould 1 
rehearle any more examples? The Scriptures are full , and they arc written 
for our learning, vpon whom the ends of the world are come,that we ſhould 
take heede and beware, leaſt we offend and perriſh as they did : for if wee be 
equall with them in (inane, and diſobedience , it may ſafely bee pronounced,

that we ſhall feele the ns puaiſorants. Happy therefore is that Prince, and 
Country, that heareth Gods Miniſters, with full purpoſe of obedience : and 
happy are thoſe Miniſters, that in the power and itrength of Gods ſpirit,and 
in aflurance of their calling, teach zll mean their duties, without blaunching 
and flattery , whatſoever countcnence they beare vpon this ſtage of ſhort 
continuance, whether they be Princes or infcriours . For heerein appeareth 
Gods lone towards them, in awaking them out of the vaniſhing dreames of 
their lotbſome pleaſures, to the performance of his worke, which he will nor 
haue ſo negleRed, that they ſhall prefer any worldly thing whatſocuer before 
it. Now therefore Gods Church ſo longtime negleRed, we truſt ſhall be re 
garccd, and the good counſailes of the Lord, brought by his mdengers and 
Seruants, obayed . It is not ynknowne , what blind and ignorant Miniſters 
are in the Church, what contempt creeperth __ it daily, what diaifton hath 
ryſen in the ſame for the Popes trappings, the tayle of Antichrift , 2nd the 
outward markes of the Romiſh beaſt : what hurt the quarrell of them hath 
done to many, what diſcredite it hath brought to a number, what ſorrow ts 
all the Godly, what ioy to the wicked. | 

Now ifthey will not amende it, but yet through worldly pollicy retayne 
it, reſpeQing the ſtrength of ficſh and blood , let them thinke that this neg- 
le of Gods Spirit ſpeaking in his Prophets, with ſuch-open contempt in de- 
nying to follow the knowne truth , can not tut pronoke Gods heauy and 
hote vengeance ſpeedily to be poured out ypon vs. The Sunne, Moone, and 
Starres, ——_ already at his commaundement from heauen threatned vs. 
Bloody cloudes haue appeared to terrifie vs. Strange Monſters, Earthquakes, 
ynnaturall yelling of floods and waters, and to conclude, vnwaon'ed moo- 
nings of the earth, haue beene fearefull ynto vs. If theſe will nor ſerue , more 
vehement ſickneſs, famine, and hunoer, civill warres and bloodſhed, with 
the taking away of our Soueraigne (which God forbid, andrather bleſſc with 
true nes, and long life to raigne ouer vs) in the mealure of our linnes 
will God poure out ypon vs, and ſo we ſhall perriſh in his ivſticc viterly,th.at 
in mercy refuſ-d to embrace his truth obediently. 

Therefore from the higheſt to the loweſt, lct vs returne to the Lord fpce- 
dily, and vnfainedly; ſo ſhall Gods Church be reformed, our miniſtery amE- 
ded, the ſervice of God by the infallible rule of his truth, dircRed; The hire- 
lng, tyme-ſ{-ruer, and Wolfe remoued, the godly and truc Miniſter wel pro- 
vided for, and defended,and all ſtrange worſhips,ſtrange garments beſtained 
with popiſh filthineſſe , and monuments that can repreſent nothing to our 
eyes, bur execrable idolatry, be quite abandoned; which God in his mercic

to his mercy hee had purpoſed to bleſle with all perfect 
happines. In which weelearne, notto abuſe Gods mer- 
cies, [caſt they beraken away from vs, as from the Tribe 
of Ephraim they were, And then what helpeth it vsthat 
intymes paſt we haue beene happy? And leaſtthis ſhould 
happen alſo vnto the Tribe of luda, to fall from Gods 


mercies, into his diſpleaſure: the Propher in thys place

fiirreth them vp to thankfulneſſe,that they may be found 
worthy to haue continued toward them ſo great bleſ- 
ſings. Andthis heedooth by the example of David, in 
ſhewing both how mercitully God hath dealt with him, 
and how cbediently Dauid walked before the Lord.

The third in theſe wordes: So 
he fed them according to the ſimplicitie of his hart, and guided 
them with the diſcretion of his hands. Theſe argument wil 
I ſpeake of, as God ſhall give mee vtterance. And if they 
ſhall be now more effeQuall ro moue vs, then they were 
then to moue the peopleof Iſraell,then be we profitable 
and happy hcarers. It not,it is goodright and reaſon,thar 
as we have been inthe fellowſhip of the ſameſinne & in- 
iquitie, ſo we ſhould bepertakers of the ſamerevvard and 
puniſhment : that if God ſhall ſo deale with vs , that vvee 
loſe againe both the Tabernacle & Scepter , asthey have 
done before vs,vvecan ſay no other burthe Lord is righ- 
tcous, and behold vve hauc eaten the fruite of our ovvne 
Jabours.

hethat cannot be mooued-withthis, hee hath not Gods 
holy Spirit: Poore or rich, bond or free, hicior low, no- 
ble or low degree, Prince or ſubieQ, allis one, The re- 
membraunceof Gods mercie muſt make vs all thankfull, 
were weneuer ſo mighty, This cogitation muſt banniſh 
far from vsthe pride of akingdome, to thinke how God

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haue noted vnto you out of the firſt part of this ſcripture, 
how God did chooſe Dauid from the (heep-fold . The 
Lord giue.,you grace to confeſle his goodnes, and ſhew 
your ſelfe more thankfull for all his benefits. One other 
thing we may note here, that all that we haue of God, it 
is of his free mercy, it is not of our de{eruing, cuen as he 
auc both the Tabernacle and the Scepter vnto the tribe 
of Iuda,becauſe he loued it.So God gaue vnto his people 
aland that flowed with milk and hony, but he gaue it not 1o{v. 5,6+ 
for theirrighteouſnes, for they were a froward peopie, 
but becauſe he loued them. So God dealt fauorably with 
Sion, that is, with the children of Iſrael, not becaule of n,, g ;. 
their obedience, for they were a rebellious Nation : but 
becauſe he remembred his oath which he {ware vnto' Gen.49, 6. 
their forefathers. So God fulfilled the prophecy of Iacob, 
and hebleſled Indah, bur he fulfilled it in Dauid, whom 
he trooke fromthe ſheep-folds. So Chriſt made his king- 
dome cuerlaſting in the houſe of Iacob, but he layd firſt 
the foundation of it. And now he hath builded it vp,nei- ,,-o.r,x 
ther by the wiſedome of the wiſe, nor by the vnderſtan- & 28,29. 
ding of the prudent, bur to teſtifie vnto vs his free grace 
and mercy . He hath choſen the fooliſh things of this 7h- he doth 
world to confound the wiſe, & the weake things of this '*%*< 42m» 
world to confound the mighty: and vile things ofthe 
world which are deſpiſed, to bring ro naught thethings 
that are eſteemed and had in reputation , for this cauſe 
alone (as the Scripture witneſſeth) that no fleſh ſhould 
reioyce in his preſence, 
But vvhat neede vve fo farreto ſeeke for examples? 
Letvs behold our ſelues howe plentifullic at thys day 
are Gods mercies and benefites powred out vppon vs, 
both vppon our Queene, and vppon her people. How 
mighrilic doeth hee defend vs in ſo manic daunyers? 
AF How 
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How ſitte we here in ſafety, when all the worldeis on an 
vproare? Andisthisthinke you,of our deſeruing, or ra- 
ther of Gods mercy ? Nowe ſurely, ſurely, wee are very 
blind,if we wil not all confeſle with the Prophet leremy, 
That it is Gods mercythat we be not coſumed.So much 
diſobedience both in Prince and ſubicct, ſo little care of 
dutie, ſo deepe forgerfulnes of God, what doth it els de- 
ſerue, but heauic iudgement? And what can itteſtifie els, 
but that theſe good bleſsing of God , are (ignes of his 
great mercy ? 

VVell, well, the wiſeſt way isto take heed intime. Ler 
not our {innes ſeperate between God and vs? If there be 
no vyhere examples that wee can looke vppon, let vs be- 
wareby the Tribe of Ephraim, that wee abuſe not Gods 
mercies, for feare we looſe them, Becauſe we are novve 
out of danger,and there isno perrill that is preſent, ler vs 
not therfore ſay as proude Babilon ſaid; 7 /it like a 2ucexe 
and shall ſee no exill, 1 shall be a Lady for ever, and 5hallſee no 
lofſe of children. Hee that thinketh hee ſlauds,faith Paul, let 
him take beede he fall not. 

It isno good argument that our eſtate is ſure, becaulc 
God hath delivered vs out of a great many troubles. Nay 
let vs the rather feare,& be the more circumſpet, Gods 
armethat hath beene ſtretched our for our ſategardein 
times paſt, is notnow drawne inthat hee cannot againc 
rooms vs. God deliuered the people of Ifracll out of the 

ands of many and grieuous enemies : but yer vvhen the 
people of Iſrac!l woulde in no wiſe amende, God could 
rayſc vp Salmenazer to leade them away to perpetual cap- 
tinitie. Nay,we haue a great many more fearefull exam- 
plesthenthis. V Vee haue fearctull examples before our 
eyes, totakeheedeof Gods iudgements, when we abuſe 
his graces, God defended Senacterivinthe conqueſt of a 


great 
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great many of Countries, in all which hee eſcaped harm- 

leſſe: yet when hee knewe not himſelfe, butblaſphemed 

the G ODof [ſraell, euen beforethe walls of Ieruſalem : 

God could finde him out at home in his owne Coun- 

inys and inthe Temple of his Idols his own ſonnes {lewe 
im, 

Agamemnon ten yeeres together in mortall and bloody 4geme- 
warres could neuer be hurt: yet after,at homein his own *"" 
houſe,by his own wife he was killed. Bibulus anoble Ro- x:4.:... 
man,gat many viQtories,and ſtill eſcaped perril: yer after- 
ward inthe Citty of Rome, whe he ſhould haue had the 
glory of all his valiant aQts,and rode through the ſtrecres 
in the pryde of his tryumph, a tyle falling from the houſe 
ſtrooke ſo deep into his head, thar it killed him preſently. 

Julius Ceſar, in winning the weſtpartof the world,in 51. 1,1zu coſe. 
ſetre battayles neuer receiued dangerous ſtroke: yet after 

all his dangers ſo happily eſcaped, at home inthe Senate 
houſe,in the middeſt of his Nobilitic, and in his-Parlia- 

ment robes, he recciued 24. wounds, and all of the dead- 

lie. Many ſuch examplesare beforeour cyes, to make vs 
bewarcand take heede of ſecurity, whien any daunger 1s 

paſt; and to take heed of forgerfuines, when we hauere- 

ccined mercy, The Lord carich vs witt»the graces of his 
ſpirit,that when we often behold from whence we haue 

been deliuered, we may ſeeke diligently , and be alwayes 

carfull how to be found thankful. K

Por thys purpoſe theyare choſen, To feede Gods people irs 
1 acob , and his inheritaance in 1ſraell , V Vhether he'be 
Prince or Emperour, Duke, Earle, Lord, Counſellour, 
Magiſtrate wharſocuer, for thys purpoſe he is'called, diſ- 
charge it as well as he vvill: He muſt teed Gods peoplein 
Tacob, and his inheritance in Iſracll, O if God had called 
them for ſome other purpoſe, hovv gladly would they 
haue executedit? If God had called them to dycing and 
carding, to ſwearing andlying, toprydeand vanity, the 
mighty men of our dayes,how bulily had they donetheir 
duty ? But alas, thys1s not to feede Gods people in Ia- 
cob, nor his inhearitancein Iſracll. Thys 1s to teede our 
ſelues. Euen as the Oxceis fed tothe ſlaughtec houſe, o 
wedoefeede our felues to cuerlaſting confulion . They 
that haue eares to heare, let them heare:; God hath chuſen 
his Ruſers, To feede his people in Tacob; and;bwt inheritaunce 
1n Iſracll, Theſearethe plaine & expreſſewords bf Gods 
Spirit. and then what outragious ſpirit ts that, or vvhar 
Furie rather, thateryeth thus with an. impudentface,thar 
the Prince hathnoxrto doe. yvith-lacob, and may not me- 
die with Iſra&!l; Buttheſe are the ſteppes that the man of 
finne ſhould treade;toſpeake againſtthe Lorde, and yer 
ſay that he cannot: erre. .Theſe are the liucly markes of 
Antichriſt, thus to hight againſt Chriſt, and yer-ſay hee is 
his Viears --Þ ot 1D S rr Be 
Such is all the Religion of: Papeſtrie , examinethe

ſayeth onething, it ſayth-ſtyll cuntrarie, and yetcryeth 
vvith ſhame chough, theteisna errour in it, God in hys 
holy word fayth, It isthedoctrine of deuils, to forbidde 
marriageandrhe lavvfull vſe of meates. T he Popevery 
reſtimprtuouſly forbiddeth both, and-yer. fayrh ſtill thar 
hee harh'the holye Ghoſt .

VVe will returne to our purpoſe, & learneof a princ- 

lie Prophet what is a Princes dutie ; &ce muſt feede 1 acob Elay.q9, 23 

and Iſrael, that is, Kings muſt -be Nurce-fathers \, and 

Queenes muſt be Nurces vnto the Church of God.” Vn- 

tothys end they muſt vſe their authoritie,that Godschil- 

dren may learne-yertue and knowledge.For'to ſeek on- 

ly worldly peace and ſecuritie,or to make vs live at caſe 

heere in thys wayfaring Citty, that is, rather to feed fleſh 

and blood, theto feed Iacob ; rather to make happy thys , 

worldly felowſhip, then to inſtruct Ifraell. The true 1ſ- 

racliceis ſtrong againſt the Lord, and commeth with vi- 

olence to claime the kingdome of heaven . V Vhar hel- 

peth it in this reſpeCtto be richor honorable ?.1f 7 had all PAb49.78, 

the riches in the world, yet could I not pay the price of my bro- 

thersſaule, Or if I had never ſomuchruleand authority, 

I amnotthereforetheneerer ro make interceſsion vnto 

God. They are other weapons that muſt preuaile againſt Ephe,s, 3, 

fathan : and it is another attire that will be accepted for ***>"? 

the marriage garment, If we will feede Iacob and Iſrael, 
We let 
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let vs leadethem to the houfe of wiſedom,andtrainthem 
vpinthe feare of God, The Lord opentheQueenesma- 
ieſties cyes,that ſhe may.looke to this charge; otherwile, 
if wee liued never ſopeaceably vnder her , yet when the 
Lord ſhallcometo aske account of her ſtewardſhip, how 
ſhe hath fed her fellow ſeruaunts with the meate appoin- 
ted them, then ſhe will be found eating & drinkipg with 
linners. | "= 

But becauſe.we are ſo dull of hearing , thar a little tea- 
ching of our duticis not ſufficient for vs, I. will ſhew our 
of the Scriptures ſome-what more plainly it ought: may 
be plainer, what is the dutic of a Prince. The PropherE- 
ſay very effeQuually ſerteth it out inthe perſon of our Sa- 
uiour Chriſt, ſaying : Righteonſnes 5hall be the zirdle of his 
Iaqnes,end faithfulnts the w_ of his raines. tis true that 
the Prince muſt defendithe fatherleſſe:and widdow, re- 
lieuethe oppreſſed, & haue no reſpeCt of perſpns in iudg- 
menrt,ſecke peace vtto his people,and gird himſelte with 
rightcouſnes. Bur this'ts alſo his dutie,& his greateſt du- 
tic,to becarefull for religion,to maintayne the Goſpell, 
to teach the people knowledge,and build his whole go- 
uernment with taithfulues. Fe 
For this cauſe king Salomon, both the mightieft and 
the wiſcſt King that cuer;was;called himſelfea Preacher, 
And the holy King David; ro make manifeſt hovve hee 
knowledgeth his duty,ſpakeopenly to his people, ſayings 
I will inſtrgct thee and teach thee in the way that thou shalt go, 
and 1 will guide thee with mineeye. Thys gencrall rule king, 
Salomon gaue vnto other : Be diligent to know the eſtate of 

thy flocke, and take heede wnto thy heards, For riches remaine 
not alwayes, neither the crowne from generation to generation, 
Hereby expreſlyſhewing,:that to increaſe riches, orito 
ſexe foorth the glory of a kingdome,that is notthe grea- 
reſt

before the Queenes MaieFlie. 
teſt dutie of a Magiſtrate, Thus the Prophet Hoſeas,cry- 


ing out againſt the people of Iſraell, hee reckoneth vp ,,,,.. ,.. 


thys as theyr greateſt diſorder, that lying and ſwearing, 
and ignorance of GOD vvas not puniſhed amongſt 
them. 

And alas (dearely beloued) if thys be the ſaying of the 
Prophet, ler vs looke vntoit . I dare not bur ſpeakethe 
trueth, ſeeing God of his goodnes hath called mehether. 
He hath raiſed me vp ſo hie when I was caſt down, that I 
cannot forget his benefits. If thys will not ſerue, I vvill 
ſurely ſpeake it more playnely, when the Lord ſhall open 
my mouth againe. Surely if thys be the ſaying of the Pro- 
phet, (as it is indeede) that lying,that ſwearing,that blind 
and wilfull ignorance ſhall be puniſhed, let not the Prin- 
ceſle deceiue her ſelfe, the ſpirir of God doth not poſleſle 
her hart, if ſhe heare daily lying, and blaſphemous ſwea- 
ring, and ſeethe peoples ignorance, and yet leaue all vn- 
puniſhed. Looke vnto theſe thinges better if you will 
looke well vnto your ſelfe ; you cannot pretend igno- 
rance; this is plaine enough,it any thing be enough. And 
yet leaſt you ſhould ſeeketoo bulily to be deceiued, I will 
rehearſe the playne Law ofthe Lord, That thisdoCtrine 
may be warranted with the ſurer witnefſes, God fayth of 
a King inthe ſeauententh of Deuteronomie , FF hen hee 


shall ſitte upon the throane of his Kingdome , then shall hee Dev,r7,18, 
write him this Lawe repeatedin a booke, by the PrieFes of the *9-*0:&c 


Lenites, And it shall be with him,and he shall read therein all 
the dayes of his life : that hee may learne to feare the Lorde his 
God, and keepe all the words of his Law, and theſe couenaunts, 


for to dove them. That his hart be not lified vp aboue his bre- 


thren. That he turne not aſide fro theſe comandements, neither 
to theright hand noy to the left. But that hee mw prolong his 
eayes in his kingdom he & his ſonnes inthe middeſt of 1ſraell. 

This 
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Thys Lavv I know not hovy your Maieſtic ſhall inter- 
pret, becauſe I knowe not your ſpirit ; but of this I am 
{ure, it made Dauid that hee woulde not ſuffer a wicked 
man in his houſe. It made Aſa drive away the Sodomits 
out of [ſraell, put downe the Idols,depoſe his own mo- 
ther from her dignitic. It made Teoſaphat, Ezechias, Io- 
ſras, cuen inthe beginning of theyr raigne, to make god- 
ly and zealous reformations in religion, & neuer conſul- 
ted further with the high Prieſt. Nay, it made Salomon 
to put dovvne Abiather that was the high Prieſt, and to 
put Sadoc a better in h1sroome. Thys made many god- 
ly Emperours in the Primitiue Church , to call generall 
Counſels , to reforme many miſorders crept into the 
Church : ro depoſe many ambitious and proud Popes,& 

lace better in theyr roome, And hee that denieth this, 
denycth the Sunneto ſhyne at noone dayes. And as thys 
Lavv hath thus wrought heretofore,ſo vhen it lighieth 
ina good ſpirit, I am ſure it will doe thelike hereaſter, Tt 
will mooue agodly Magiſtrate, to haue his chiefeſt care 
to maineainereligion, andto ſuppreſle ſuperſtition. And 
ſuch is Godsrighteous iudgement, that whoſocuer ſhall 
doe thecontrary, I am (ure his own conſcience will con- 
demne him ſelfe. Itisthelaw of nature, and it maketh 
the moſt wickedeſt Magiſtrate to {igh and ſay in his hart, 
inremembrance of his Cade : Surethis doing will not laſt 
alway , God hath appointed mefor ſome other purpoſe, 
T his was the greateſt fault that proude Agamemnon 
could finde in all the glory of his kingdome , 7a theon ouk 
orthothenda anctrepſe ton bion, VVhen Gods cauſe goeth 
not vpright , it layeth theglory of my kingdome inthe 
duſt, it turneth vpſide downe all my lite and happines. 
Thus it happeneth with the wicked vvho ſoeuer they 
are: they condemnetheyr owne doing, when they ſecke 
not 
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not to ſet out the glory of God . The laweof God hath 
thus commaundedit, the godly Kings of Iuda and leru- 
ſalem haue euermore practiſed it, the faitzfull Emperors 
intheprimitiue church madeit their chieteſt ſtudy , the 
law of nature hath engrauen it in the hartof man: and 
whar godly Princecan now ſleepe in ſecurity , if he have 
nocarevnto it? Eſpecially ſeeing God is God of all Ma- 
giſtrates, and they are his creatures. This is their greateſt 
ſtudy, toſhew obedience vnto him to feede his people, 
and ſet forth his religion. 

But heere I thinke ſome will eaſily ſay : If this be ſo as 
you teach it, then the caſe is cleare, the Prince isa ſpiritu- 
all Magiſtrate : Ir belongeth vnto him to reforme _ 
on: heisthe higheſt Indge inthe church of God, to cſta- 
bliſh that by law, which thelaw of God hath appoynrted. 
How is it then that the Pope ſeerh not this ? V Vhy doe 
not others ſceir, that reade and know the Scriptures? 
Th'Emperors themſelues, why hauenot they ſeene it? 
How grew the Pope vpto ſuch vnbrideled authority ? 
How the Pope ſhould cometo ſo great authority, know 
no cauſe bur this, that it was the will of God, and ſuch

was the depth of his ſecret iudgments. The purple whore ayo.r7,2,4 


ſhould make all the Princes of the earth to drinke ofthe 
cups of her fornications. Bur for the Popes ſceing ornot 
{ſeeing of his owne abhominations. I know not his eye- 
{tghr,I cannor tell whether he doth ſee them,or ſeethem 
nor, but I thinke he ſecth them. For I ſee inall ages, how 
God hath rayſed vp ſome that have inueied bitterly a- 
gainſt his intollerable pride. If he ſecth it nor, his eyes are 
very ſicke, and himſelfe is a verier beaſt then ever was 
Nabuchodonozer. And the Lord be prayſed, that hath 
hardened his proud hart, and revealed better knowledge 


vato little ones. VVhy other ſhould not (cet that reade 
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the ſcriptures as well as we, and areas well learnedas we, 

] can aſsigne no other cauſe, but ſay with the Prophet, 

Gods iudgemcnts are like to a great depth. They are as 

they are, and whatthey arcit skilleth nothing vnto vs, I 

came not hether to compare with learning, who be He- 

brues, and who be none. I am ſure, if they did ſeek him 

2,cor,1z intheſimplicity of theyr heart , and call after him in the 
Plal;36,6, trueth, notintheir owne inuentions, that they ſhoulde 
find him, Now they ſccke the liuing ſprings in vaine, be- 
cauſe they ſeekethem in the puddles that they haue dig- 
Math,15,9, ged themſelues, And they ſeeketor the Goſpell of falua- 
tion in vaine, becauſe they follow the doftrine that is but 

precepts of men. But what if many learned ſee it not? Is 

irnot therefore thetruth of G OD that is ſo plaine in the 
Scriptures? | 

Let me aske againe I beſeech you thys queſtion: why 

Exod,7, 20, dyd not Pharav =p that Moſes and Aaron were ſent of 
Exod,8,6, God ? They turned all his waters into bloode : they 
mo :1. brought vpon him Frogs that coucred all his Land : they 
Ex0,9,23- plagued him with great [warmesof Liceand Flies: they 
£29,122 feared him with thunder and lightnings, and vvith great 
"rg _ rempeſts : they made darknes thick and ſenſible vpon the 
Ex0,14,28 face of the earth : they ſlew the firſt borne of all that was 
inthe Land. V Vhy knew not Pharao that they were ſent 

of God? They deuided thered ſea,and went thorow on 

dry Land: what madnes made him venterto goe ſo del- 

peratly after? V Vhy would henot be taught rill the wa- 
tercouered him and all his hoaſt ? ſhoulde the age thar 

came after him reaſon thus againſt Iſrael : If your GOD 

bethe Lord of heauen and earth, why dyd not our Fa- 

thers know him , V Vhy did not the Scribes and Phari- 

ſeys know Chriſtto bee the Meſsias? T hey heard Iohn 

Baptiſt gyue him plaine teſtimonie: vvhy did they not 

| $ belicuc 
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belicue him? The ſame Chriſt fulfilled al that was ſpoken 
by the prophets, why could they nor (ce that he was the 
faujour of the world? Hemadethe blind to ſee,thedeate,,, ., 
to hear,the dumb to ſpeake,the lame rogo,Heemadethe 
ſick and diſeaſed whole. Herayſed vp the dead. Heetold,,, , 
vnto them cuen theyr thoughts and cogitations. Hovve tobn,r1,34 
were they ſo dull of vnderſtanding, that yer they coulde 
not know him? If this may bee ſufficient ro reprooue a 
truth (why do not others ſee it,) then the Phariſcis rea- 
ſon well againſt Chriſt, when they ſaid vnto thepeople - 
V'Vhy dononeofthe Princes & Rulers belicue in:hym.? 
But (ce I beſeech you, how greattsour madnesthat thus tohn,7,48. 
reaſon of othermen, why they ſec or ſee not. VVhy haue Mw: 7, 5- 
weour (clues ſo greatbeames in our eyes,that we cannot _ , 
ſee our own eftate and condition? V Vhy doe we nor ſee —_=— 63 
the ſhortneſſe of our life, but thus liue in the worlde as Ro.2,2,3.4 
though weſhold linecuer ? Seeing we hauea righteous 44*+ 74 
God,that wil be areuenger of his owne cauſe, & puniſh RE 
our tranſgreſsions, why do welin yet daily more& more? 
Seing our life isbut a vapour, & all our glory is but as the 
flower in the field, why be wee ſo bewitched with loue 
of {0 = vanity ? Secing oureſtate ſhalbe before God e- 
uerlaſting, and theſe accounted dayes come fo faſt to an 
end,that we ſhall be ſpeedily called: why be wee ſtill fo 
careleſle in what ſort wee ſhall appeare? Seeing Gods Tohn.s,24. 
threatningsare ſoneere vnto vs, & the dangers that hang 198,75 
ouer our heads are ſo many: ſeeing Gods iugements are 
ſo fearetull,and his wrath burning for cuer, why are wee 
ſo carcleſſe? And why is it yet true that was ſpoken fo 
long agone? Heu vinunt homines 14nquam mors nulle ſequa- 
tur : aut velut infernus fabulawanaforet : VVhy do weliue 
asthough wee ſhonlde neuer die; and as though hell fire 
wereanolde vviues fable? : 
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Belieue me,belicue mee, this is vntollerable blindnes, 
ſecing we be ſo blear-eyed our felues,that we cannot ſee 
beforevs neither heauen nor hell, yet that we will reaſon 
againſt Gods trueth, by ainy mans eye-{ight whether hee 
ſee ornot ſee. If weliſtto maruaile at the dulnes of mans 

loh,1%, 24, eyes,vvecannot well meruaile at any thing ſo much as ar 
\cor zo our ownefooliſhneſle, that catinor- ſee our ſelues, Let vs 
lookeat the laſt to our owneeſtare, and.as for other men, 

let vs leaue the vnto the Lord, he doth knowe moſt aſlu- 
redly who be his. T hey arenotthe wiſc and prudent of 

this worlderhat hee hath- choſen . There are not many 

Princes and noble men in theface of his Church. If Prin- 

. cesand Magiſtrates will be {till rebellious, what is that to 

vs? If the Popeand his hirelings wil be blind ſtill, yet the 

ſcripture is the ſcripture. . 

Tukers,r, ThevntbankfullSteward neuerliueth more riotouſly 
| then when his Lord .is cuen at hand to call him to his ac- 
Math, 25,6. counts; The fooliſh virgins are neuer faſter aſleepe, then 
when the Bridegrome is ready to enter into his wedding 
chamber; The children of this world ate neuer bulilier 
occupicd, then thenight beforetheyr fontes ſhall be ta-' 
2,Thcſ.2,4, kenfromthem. The fonne of perdition ſhall neuer be 
more loftie,then intheſe latter dayes;when he ſhall bere-

Make 
men-oncedrunke with this opinion,andhey are at your 
commaundementto'doe what you will : Barefoote and 
bareleg they:will wait at your gate, ſet your foote (if you 
will) in the Emperours necke, hee willretuſe no villanie, 
VVell, nowethat GOD hath delivered vs our of thar 
kingdomeof dacknes, novv wee know the Popeto bee

V Vhen God would ſpecially bleffe the people of Iſra- 
Numb,z, Cll,he ſcattered thie Leuirs among;theother 'T ribes, thar 
the law.might be taughrin all the coafts of Iurie, VVhen 
Chriſt would bring intothe world the light of the Goſ- 
pell,be ſentforth his Apoſtles to preach vnto euery crea- 
Exo.25,19 ture. Intheold Law God ſignified by many outward to- 
kens, how neceflary the Prieſt-hood was for the inſtruc- 
tion of his people, and what Prieſts hee required . The 
ſtaues werealwaics inthe rings of the Arke, the lampee- 
uer burning,to ſhew that the Pricfts ſhould alwaics de- 
clarethe will of G OD vnto his people, and offer vp the 
ſweet incenſe of continuall prayer, Onthe nether end of 
ix0d,28,33 therobeof theEphod, were bels alwaies ſounding, to 
343% reachthatthePricſtsſhould be cuer heard where-ſocuer 
hedid goe,and ſhew himſcife ameſſenger of the Lord of 
Hoaſts. Inthe breaſt-plate he had Frim and Thumim,two 
lively repreſentations of Godspreſence, to bee witneſles 
ynto the Prieſt of his knowledge & righteouſnes. In the 
plate of gold vpon his. foreheade was engrauen in great 
>xo, 28,36, polden Letters, Holines wnto the Lord, To teſtifie his vp- 
rightlifeand conuerſation. God forbade any ftranger to 
enter in among the, except he were circumciſed in hart. 
And of the chyldren of Aaron, if any had faulted in the 
miniſterie,hee ſhould by no repentance beereccuued a- 
gameto the prieſthood, that he might keepe in holineſle 
all the children of Iſracll. This js the care that wee muſt 
have of our Miniſterie, if-wee. vvill have the Goſpell of 
Chriſt to grow. This care was greateſt vnto the godlie

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Rulers and Princesof Iſracl,to theend they might keepe 

rhe SanCtuarie vndefiled. This care-muſt bee greateſt in ?R-g.2.25, 
thoſethat .are Chriſtian Magiſtrates, if they loue Gods”; _— 
glory,and the increaſe of his Goſpell, Thus did king Sa- zReg,:8,r, 
lomoninthe beginning of hisraigne, when hepur down ?>C5n0-79- 
Abiather, and made Sadochigh Prieſt. Thus did Ichoſfa- *** 
phar,when to reforme Religion he ſent forth Levitsinto 

the coaſts of Iſracll, Thus did Ezechias at the entrance of 

his kingdome, when-thys was his firſt care, how the Le- 

uits might beprouided for. But of all other, Moiſes who 

had received the commandement from Ged himſelte, as 
appeareth, did eſpecially ſee what was the neceſsitic of 

the Miniſter. Inthe 33. of Deuteronomie, alittle before 
hisdeath,thus hemaketh his prayer ; Let thy Prim & The- 1, _. , 
mim be with thy holy one, whom thou diddeft proue in Maſah, 9, to, ti. 
and didde#t cauſe to ſerne at the waters of Meribah, who ſayd 

wnte his father and to bis mother : I haue not ſeene them,nei- 

ther knoweth he his bretheren, nor yet his owne children , bat 

they obſerued thy word and kept thy conenant, They shall teach 
1acob thy iudgements , and 1ſraelthy lawe. They shall pat in- 
ſence before < face, and burnt offering wppon thine Aulter. 
Bleſſe O Lord his ſubſtawnce, & accept theworke of his hands. 
Smite through the loynes of them that riſe vp againſt him, &+ 
of them that hate him, that they riſe not up againe. 

Marke (I beſeech you). both his great care hovy the 
Leuires might proſper,& his notable deſcribing of them, 
vvhat manner of men they ſhall be. Firſt, he prayeth that 
true knowledge and vnderſtariding might neuer bee re- 
mouedfrom them : theyr affetion towards Gods holie 
ſanQuary might be ſuch, that neither father nor mother, 
vvite nor chyldren do keepethem back fro obedienceto 
thelaw andcouenant.O that our Miniſters'vycre ſuch as 
Moiſles praycd for. T henno doubt God would bleffe the 
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according to theyrrequeſt;& confound their aduerſaries 
that riſe vp againſt them; And heere alſo marke his great 
zeale for Mu proſperitie, He'wasthe-paricnteſt man, & 
had the mildeſt nature of. all the people of Ifracll : yer 
could he not ſuppreſle his good and grear affeQion , bur 
brake out into theſe wordes: iSxvize through the loynes of 
them that riſe vp againit bimandof them that hate him,that 
they riſe not vp againe, O Lord,it Moyſes had lyued in our 
dayes, and ſeenethis adu!lrerousgeneration,that ſo ſpoy- 
Jeth the Leuites, how would his zeale have beene infla- 
medagaiaſt them ! Hee woulde haue cryed out as good 
Nehemias cryed ; Plague them.0 Lord,that defile thy prieft- 
hood, And good were it fortheſe ſinful men, that GOD 
would (end hisplaguesvpon them, while yet they haue 
timeto repent. Now we want a Moiſes to pray fortheyr 
puniſhment, for they {leepe intheyr ſfinnes : and God (I 
teare) hath reſerued them to a. greater puniſhment, The 
Eotd grauntvs grace to'remember the latter end,& now 
looke while itis.yet tyme, to the good order of the Mini- 
ſterie:V./Vhe Godpromiſed ro'cftabliſh his mercies wirh 
hisChurch, he promiſed thys, asthe greateſt token of his 
loue,] will gine you Paſtors accordine t6 my hart ,: that shall 
feeae you with knowledge and vnderitanding . VVhen hee 


would hauethem haue fure hope that he was their God, 


andthey were his people, he ſayd;hee would gyue them 
Levuires that ſhould teach his people, the difterence be- 
rween the holy and prophane, betweene the vncleene & 
thecleane; He promiſed them this as a perpetuall cone- 
naunt : The lips of the: Prieſt shall keepe knowledge , and they 
shall ſeeke the Law from his mouth : For he is the eMeſſencer 
of the Lord of hoſtes, Andthys was the charge that God 
ue ſtratghvly vnto the Prieſt-hood :'That they showld tell 

4s people of their ſinnes, and the houſe of 1acob their offences.

A miſerable Common-wealth it muſt needs be, and farre 
ſeperated from God and his mercies,that hath blind lea- 
ders, who cannot lead themſclues. V Vho ſo feareth the 
Lord, will ſurely looke vnto it,that he maintaineno ſuch 
offences within his kingdom, nor nouriſh any ſuch ſores 
within the body of his Countrie, If a man beonce called 


tothe miniſterie, let him attend vpon his flock, and feede :,Pea,s,:, 


them as his dutie bindeth him,with the foode of life, or 


let hym bee remooued. Chriſt ſayde : Paſce, paſce, paſce, * 


Feed, feed, feed. This charge he hath giuen, cuenas vve 
loue him, ſo to ſee it executed. Say what we will ſay,and 
the more we ſay it,the more impudently wee ſhall lye, if 
we ſay we loue him, while we keepe not his commaun- 
dements. V Vould to God we were wiſe to vnderſtand ir. 


Chriſt ſayd, They are the ſalt of the earth, and whatſhall be, , _ , ; 


done with them, if they can ſeaſon nothing? Chriſt ſaid, 
they are the light of the world, and what heape of miſeries 
ſhall they bring withthem, ifthey rhemſelues be darke? 
Chriſt ſaid, they be the watchmen: and what caſe ſhall the 
Citty be in,if they doe nothing burſleepe; and delight in 
ſleeping ? VVho ſeeth not theſe incurable (ickneſles,thar 
can ſec any thing? They ate the Paſtors, and howe hun- 
gry muſt the flock be, when they haueno foode togiue 
them ? They arethe Teachers,and howe great is the ig- 
noraunce, where they them ſelues know nothing ? They 
are the Euangecliſts or meſſengers of glad tydings : hovve 
little hope hauethey,and what ſlender faich, whoſe mel- 
ſengers cannot tell whatthe Lord ſayth?- 

The Lord enlarge within your Maieſtie, the bowels

ſubieCts. T his cogitation made Paulethe Apoſtle ſay to

V'Vhat could haue made Aſa (being otherwiſe religious) 
ſo ſoone to haue turned away from the ſeruice of God, 
ſaving only he ſuffered his people to be withour a Prieſt, 
which could teach thE the word of God ? V Vhar plague 
did God threaten greater againſt a rebellious people,than 
wt, c:, Fharbewouldrakefrothemtheir true Prophets? VYVhen 
26.55,10. Werethe peoples {innes ſoripeto procure vengeance, as 
when their Preachers were dumbe dogs , and could nor 

bark ? And what I beſeech you is our condition better ? 

Or what be many Miniſters of our time and Country, o- 

1,Cre, 13.9 ther then dumb dogs ? Surely, as Ahijah ſaid of the peo- 
pleof Iſracll, ſo we may ſay of our Miniſters : Haue wee 

not madevs Prieſts likethepeople of our Country ? vvho 

ſocuer commeth ro conſecrate with ayong Bullock, and 

ſeauen Rams, the ſame may be a Prieſt for them thar are 

no Gods. And ſo ſurely, if we ſerued Baal, a great num- 

ber of our Prieſts at this day were tollerable . But if we 
ſeruethe Lord, whatdoethey with that funQtion they 
cannotskill of ? Letthem returne againeto their old oc- 
cupation, And yetthis is but oneeuill : and if it werere- 

formed, yet muchfiill were amiſle. If I would declare vn- 

toyour Maicſty all the great abuſes that are in our Mini- 

ſerie, I ſhould leade you along. in the ſpirit , as God did 

Ezech 8,3. the Prophet Ezechiell: and after many intollerable cuils, 
45-&© yet[ ſhallfayſtillvmto you, behold you ſhall ſee mocab- 
hominations thentheſc,

I would 


before the Queenes Maieſtte. 

I would firſt leade you to your Benifices, and behold 
ſome are defiled with impropriations, ſome with ſeque- 
ſtrations, ſome loaden with penſions, ſome robbed of 
their commodities, And yet behold more abhominati- 
ons then theſe, Looke afterthis vpon your Patrons, and 
loe, ſome are (clling their Benefices, ſome farming them, 
ſome keepe them for their children, ſome givethem to 
Boyes, ſometo Seruingmen, a very few ſeeke after lear- 
ned Paſtors, And yetyou ſhall ſee more abhominations 
then theſe. Looke vpon your Miniſtery , and there are 
ſomeof one occupation, ſome of another: ſome ſhake 
Bucklers, ſome Rufhans, ſome Hawkers and Hunters, 
ſome Dicers and Carders, ſome blind guides, and can nor 
ſee, ſome dumb dogs and will not barke. And yet athou- 
ſand morc iniquities haue now couered the Prieſthood, 
And yet you in the meane while thatall theſe whordoms 
are committed, you at whoſe hands God willrequire.it, 
you (it ſtill and are careleſle, let men docasthey lift, Ir 
roucherh not belike your common wealth, and therfore 
you are ſo well contented to let allalone. The Lord in- 
creaſethe gifts of his holy ſpirit in you, that from faith to 
faith you may grow continually, till that you bezealous 
as good King Dauid, to worke his will, If you know not 
how to reformethis, or haue ſo little couſel (as mans hart 
is blinded) that you can deuiſeno way , aske counſaile at 
the mouth of the Lord, and his holy will ſhalbe reuecaled 
vnto you. 

Toreformecuill Patrones, your Maieſty muſt-ſtreng- 
then your lawes , that they may rule as well high as low. 
For asEſdras ſayd once, ſo mayl boldly ſay now-: The

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To keepe back the ignorant fromthe Miniſterie, who 
God of his goodnefle hath not called to ſuch a function, 
take away your authoritie from the Biſhops, let them nor 
thus at theyr pleaſure make Miniſters in their Cloſler, 
whom ſocuer it pleaſeth them. To ſtop the inconveni- 
ences that grow inthe Miniſterie by other, whoſay'they 
are learned and canpreach,and yer doenor,thar are (as I 
ſayd) dumbe dogs, and will not barke, bridic at the Jeaft 
theyr greedy appetites, pull out of their mouthes thoſe 
poyſoned bones, that they ſo greedily gnaw vpon, Take 
away diſpenſations, Pluralities, Totquors, Non reſiden- 
ces, and {uch other {innes. Pull downe the Court of Fa- 
culties, the mother and nurſe of all abhomin:rions. I rell 
you this before God, that quickeneth allthings,. and be- 
fore our Lord Ieſus Chriſt,thar ſhall indge thequick and 
the dead,in his appearance,and in his kingdome: amend 
theſe horrible abuſes,and the Lord ison your right hand 
you ſhall not be remoued for euer , Let theſe thinges a- 
lone, and God is arighteous God , hee will one day call 
you to your reckoning, T he God of all glory open your 
eyesto {ce his high kingdome, and enflame your hart to 
delire it . 

The third thing thar I ſayd in this place was to be no- 
ted, was of Dauid himſelfe, how faithfullythee executed 
that vvhere-vnto he was called, The Prophet ſayth: He 


fedde them in the ſinceritie of his hart and euided them with 


the diſcretion of his hands. An excellent vertue, and meet 
for King Dauid,that was a man according to the hart of 
God.
